Sometimes he would do this kneeling, 
while again he would pat the bull as 
he charged past. 

When the signal came to kill, the 
matador took his sword and, having 
worked the bull into position and tak- 
en careful aim, waited for the charge. 
With unerring precision the matac--: 
lunged ana the bull sank tu tie groun 
dead.

In 1893 the baroness was declared 
to be of unsound mind, and was kept 
under the care of the lord chancellor 
until 1900, when she * ent abroad and 
married ner second husband, who also 
predeceased her, 

The baron:-s had \or pocullar 
form of mental trouble. She had a 
haughty disposition, and thought no 
one fit to associate with her, The 
doctor in the asylum at Nice testif.d 
that she was suffering fror. intense 
agitation, refused o be was! -d and 
refused to go to bed. 

She had pride-madness or delusion 
of grandeur. She thought the waiter 
was trying to polson her, She h:i 
bombarded her solicitor with tele- 
grams, seven arriving in eight days, 
and thought he and her son were mis- 
using her money. 

Baron Sternberg, a son, gave evi- 
dence, and the jury found that the 
baroness was of unsound mind, and 
incapable of managing herself or her 
affairs.

Rule, They Are Wage Earners 
Even Though Married, 


the | There ts an outstanding point of dit. 


ference between the activities of wo- 
men in Denmark and in other coun- 
tries. In Denmark the sole aim its 
economic ipdependence for women 
throughout their lives. 

Thus in Copenhagen more than 1,000 

married women work as clerks in of- 
fices. By far the majority of actresses 
are married. In order to enter the 
school of the corps de ballet it is nec 
essary to be of good family. The 
greater part of the husbands of ballet 
dancers are in high positions. 
Three hundred and fifty to four hun- 
dred of the teachers In the free schools 
in Copenhagen are married. They re 
ceive exactly the same salary as the 
men teachers—that is, £64 yearly. A 
head teacher, man or woman, com- 
mences with £160 and rises to £208. 
In the gymnasiums and secondary 
schools many of the professors are 
married women, who also fortn a con- 
siderable proportion of the privat-do- 
centen in the universities. The munic 
{pal council of Copenbagen has several 
women members. é 

In brief, In Denmark it Is the rule 
rather than the exception for the mar- 
ried woman to be economically inde- 
pendent through her own Jabors.—Lon- 
don Spectator. 


WATCHING WATER FREEZE. 


An Easy Way to Make the Growth of 
ice Crystals Visible, 

It is not commonly known that fresh 
water may sometimes be “colder than 
ice” and that the growth of ice crystals 
may be made plainly visible. An in- 
teresting experiment to show this may 
easily be made. 

Fill a clean pint bottle with distilled 
water. Make a hole in the stopper 
large enough to let the thermometer 
pass through it. The kind of ther- 
mometer used in physical laboratories 
is most convenient. Insert the stop- 
per in the bottle and let the thesmome 
ter reach nearly to the bottom. 

Pack snow or ice and salt round the 
bottle as you would pack an ice cream 
freezer. If the bottle is not jarred 
the temperature may be seen to drop 
several degrees below the freezing 
point without freezing the water. 

If, the stopper and thermometer are 
now removed and a small piece of ice 
free from any trace of salt is inserted 
in the bottke and pushed down into the 
water crystals of ice may be seen to 
shoot out in all directions from it. 

After this experiment bas been tried 
you will have some understanding of 
the network of ice gir@ers which is be 
neath the Toe coating of small ponds.— 
London Telegraph.

Origin of the Mathematica! Symbet 
That Stands For Nothing. 

It is the pecullar triumph of the 
mathematicians who. constructed the, 
Hindu Arabic oumerals that they were , 
Jed to invent a symbol for “nothing.” | 
The invention arose out of the difficul- 
ty which was encountered when cal- 
culitions were transferred from the 
ancient abacus board and became a 
written operation, 

On the abacus board, which may per- 
haps be seen still io infants’ schools, 
the rows of beads or counters repre- 
sented the numerals 1 to 9, but each 
counter or bead in the row above rep 
resented ten times as great a value as 
in the row below. Thus 591 could be 
transferred from abacus board to pa- 
per without difficulty, but 5 (0) 1 takeo 
from the abacus might be 51, since the 
vacant place was po longer indicated. 

Accordingly mathematicians were led 
to invent a character for the vacant 
place. The invention of this symbol 
for “nothing” with the crowning, tran- 
scendent achievement in the perfection 
of the decimal system and lay at the 
base of all subsequent arithmetical 
progress. Among the Hindus the sym- 
bol was at first a dot, but it was soon 
superseded by a circle, O Its symbol, 
says Professor BE. R. Turner in @ mag- 
azine article on the nnmerak, has va- 
ried greatly, and its name bas a pedi- 
gree of its own. The Hindus called it 
sunya—void. In Arabic this became 
sifr. 

In 1202 Leonardo Fibonacci trans- 
lated it zephirum. In 1330 Maximus 
Planudes called it tziphra. Duriog the 
fourteenth eentury. Italian, writers 
shortened it to zenero and cenro, which 
became zero, now in gereral use. 
Meanwhile it has passed more nearly 
in Arabic form into French as shiffre 
and into English as cipher, taking on 
new significations.

Jefferson’s Admirer Was Mixed, but He 
Rose to the Occasion,

story teller I have ever met, writes 
Mary Shaw in the Century, describing 
“The Human Side of Joseph JeTer- 
son.”

This beautiful specimen of Greek art} 
is ten inches in height, with a diame | 
ter at its broadest part of seven 
inches. Its present name comes from | 
the fact that it was once owned by | 
the Duke of Portland, who loaned it 
to the British museum in 1810,—Ex- 
change.

The Snapping of a Submarine 
Line Entails Hard Work. 


—_-————— 


LOCATING THE BREAK IS EASY. 


—_— 


This ts Accomplished by the Use of 
Sensitive Instruments, and Then 
Comes the Difficult Task of Grappling | 
and Raising the Severed Ends, 


The 700 mile cable that connected 
Hamilton, Bermuda, with Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, had snapped. Somewhere 
under many fathoms of water lay the 
two broken ends, perhaps only a few 
inches apart—more likely half a mile 
ot so from each other—carried from 
their accustomed bed by the) wash of 
the waves. Until the two ends were 
connected the thousands and thousands 
of dollars invested in the cable were 
bringing no income. 

As the result of the accident Hamil- 
ton was practically tsolated from the 
rest of the world, for the only otber 
cable went to Jamaica. By sending a 
message to Jamaica and having it re 
layed to Newfoundland and thence by 
telegraph to New York it was possible 
to get a few words through tn a fairly 
short time. But the tolls wére enor 
mously high. 

‘The moment the operator at Halifax 
found tkat the key on the Bermuda 
cable did not respond to his touch he 
reported the fact to bis superior in the 
Halifax office. Orders flew back and 
forth, telephone bells rang, messengers 
scurried in and out of the office, and 
in a few hours the cable repair steam- 
er was on its way to Bermuda. 

The operntors at Halifax and Hamil- 
ton had located the break. It was 
about six miles from the Hamliton end 
of the cable This they calculated 
with sensitive instruments used to re 
cord the “resistance.” 

The writer was in Hamilton when 
the Mackay-Bennett steamed into the 
barbor and through the courtesy of 
the captain was on board when the 
steamer went out and grappled for the 
ends of the cable and restored it to 
usefulness. 

Even when the captain of a cable re- 
pair ship knows that the break is about 
six miles from one end it’s no easy 
affair to pick up the big wire ropes. 
The floor of the ocean is uneven, and 
be must allow for slack. 

The crew was ready when the ship 
stopped. With a splash the big grap- 
pel went overboard, and yard after 
yard of line was paid out until the 
nook touched bottom, The water was 
120 fathoms (720 feet) deep at that 
spot 

Luck was with the cable ship. So 
well. bad the captain calculated that 


‘the very first cast of the hook brought 


up one end of the broken cable It 


" was bauled on board. The electricians 


attached their instruments and called 
Hamilton. The station answered im- 
mediately. : 

A buge buoy was attached to the 
heavy wire rope and lowered into the 
water. ‘Then we set out to fiod the 
other end. 

Cast after cast of.the grappling hook 
and not even a nibble from the missing 
part of the cable. Farther and far- 
ther the cable shjp worked away from 
the buoy, At last, after three hours’ 
work, the grapnel resisted the pull 
he Osh had been caught, - There was 
a cheer from the crew as it was pull- 
ed on board, about a quarter of a mile 
from the other end. ~ 

This end was connected with a tele. 
graph instrument, and the operator at 
Halifax, about 700 miles away, an- 
swered. There was nothing more to 
except to join the broken ends. 

A new section of eable was carefully 
spliced to the cable that had just been 
picked up. The cable was paid out 
over the stern as we steamed back te 
the buoy. This was bauled on board 
and the broken end spliced to the new 
piece of cable, an operation consuming 
less than half ap bour. he repaired 
cable, as good as new, was dropped 
overboard to resume its place on the 
ocean's bed. 

Rarely does a cable repair ship have 
such good luck. Often storms arise 
which drive the ship from her course, 
tear the buoys from the ends they hold 
and compel the work to be done over 
again, 

in northern waters these conditions 
are felt at their worst The ship be 


to maneuver and doubly so to deal 
with a cable on bow or stern when the 
roll of the seas threatens to fracture it 
again, and the launching of boats with 
mep in thew to buoy a loose end is 
hazardous. 

From these causes occasionally cable 
ships get short of coal end bave to 
abandon work temporarily at critical 
periods, or they are enmeshed among 
the ice foes or bergs and have to let 
go all and retreat —Kari K. Kitchen is 
New York World.
